LONDON, Monday.—The Italian 
communiqué says: ‘‘Mersa Matruh 
was taken this morning. Overcomin 
the resistance of the enemy’s armour 
forces to the south-east of the place, 
the armoured motorised units of the 
Axis continued their advance ta the 
east. !
